And we doubt 
ot bur all unprejudiced Jurors, our Neighbours do underſtand, that our ob, os: up- 
on no'ſuch iaiurious account, but on a Religious account, for Worſhip rowards Almighty 
God. And therefore how can it be juſt or reaſonable any Jurys ſhould be impoſed upon, 
to find usGuilry, either of Routs, Rrots, or Unlawful Aſſemblies, as before deſcribed, to 
bring Guilt, Danger or Damnation upon their own Souls: Who as they are nor to be 
Menaced into a Verdict, ſo not to be Fined nor Impriſoacd for fixding according to their Con- 
ſciences, though it may ſcem not conſiſtent with the Evidence or Direction of the Court, 
according ons Lord Yavghar's Reports in Buſbe!'s Cale, in the 22 Yearof K, Charles 2. fol, 
143, & 15;- © For (aith he) the Jury may know the Witneſſes to be Stigmatized and 
« Tnfamous, which may be unknown to the Parties; and conſequently to' the Comrt, And ſug 
ther ſaith fol. 143. (inthe ſame caſe) * If the Judge from the Evidence ſhall by his own 
<« jadgment, firſt reſolve upon any tryal what the Fact is, and ſo knowing che Fa, ſhall
